London, Oct. 26. 


As the last general election regults poured in, promising a Conser- 
vative majority over all parties of about 25, Mr Clement Attlee, the de- 
feated Labour leader—slumped in the back of his car—drove to Bucking- 
ham Palace today through silent crowds to hand the King his resignation. 

Mr Winston Churchill, triumphant Conservative leader, went, too, 
and by the time he arrived at the Palace a crowd of about 200 had collect- 
ed. They cheered him with shouts of “Good old Winnie.” 

Wildly jubilant thousands had earlier cheered Mr Churchill outside 
Conservative Party headquarters.

0 critic can do more to 
recast a reputation or 
disturb an illusion 

than an actor’s own auto- 
biography.

But the depth of the dis- 
guise becomes even more 
brutally transparent when 
an actor comes out from 
under the protection of the 
playwright’s words and 
ideas and uses hia own. 

Not that Mr Lionel Barry- 
more in his memoirs (We 
Barrymores," Peter Davies. 
12s, 6d.) has taken so bold a 
course. This is another of 
{hose “as told to” ventures in 
biography in which the ghost 
writer ia important enough to 
materialise in the shape of his 
name on the cover, 

It is to Mr Cameron Shipp 
that Mr Barrymore has told 
all. 

We are thus one layer re~ 
moved from the real Lionel 
Barrymore. But beneath this 


verbal epidermis there are still’ 


sufficient traces of Mr Barry- 
more visible to confound those 
who insist on attributing the 
art of acting elther wholly to 
heredity or wholiy to environ- 
ment. :

His grandmother pushed him 
on the stage when‘he wos 15 
in Sheridan's “The Rivals,” It 
was a disastrous debut. “I am 
the only actor who-has ever 
been formally canned from 4 
play by his own grandmother,” 
he proudly reports. 

The rest of his theatrical 
carecr seems to have been an 
unpredictable mixture of acci- 
dental success and unrelieved 
failure.
